11 to Death 
Over Soccer 
Violence 



AN EgyptLin court sentenced 11 men 
to death Tuesday for theu' involvement 
in the worst soccer vLolence in Egypt's 
histoiy, according to a broadcast on 
Egyptian state TV. More than 70 people, 
some of them children, were killed on 
February 1, 2012, when fans rioted at 
a soccer game m the noitheastem city 
of Poit Said. 

Fans of the hometown Ai-Masiy club 
stonned the tleid alter securmg a whi 
over Cau’o's AI-AliIy club Horrified 


witnesses desciibed how police officers 
stood by and watched as rival tans 
attacked one another with rocks, knives 
and sword s.The 11 sentenced to death 
m a netiial of the case were connected 
to AL-Masry. They will be able to appeal 
then' sentences, state media repotted. 
Foity other people received prison 
sentences in the case 

Tlie morning after the riots, the stadium 
looked hke a scene horn a hoiror film , 
with biood splattered on seats and 


walls. Dozens of shoes were Left near 
a gate lipped from its hmges by the 
pressure of a surgmg crowd tiymg to 
escape. Ai-Ahiy fans blamed police for 
what happened The head of xhe Port 
Said secinity du’ectoiate and head of 
maiitinie police both received five-year 
sentences over the deadly violence. 

After the Port Said incident, Egypt 
banned soccer fans from games, and 
team s played m nearly empty stadium s. 
Authojihes later pardalLy hfted the bon 


by alLovwng a hmited number of fans to 
attend games, state media reported. 
Unfortunately, Egypt remams no 
stranger to soccer violence. Last 
February, 19 people were killed m a 
crush mvolvutg Zamalek club soccer 
fans.Authoiities blamed the deaths on 
ticketie33 fans who tiled to push their 
way m to the game. But Zamalek fans 
pamted a different picture, saymg on 
social media that they were tear gassed 
as they tried to pass through a singie, 
narrow gated entmnce. 



fhis man's blood has 
saved the lives of 
TWO MILLION BABIES 


ON the surface, James Hanlson is just 
an average guy. He loves his daughter 
and gmndchildren, collects stamps, 
and goes for walks neai' his home on 
Australia's central coast. But it's what's 
under the surface that makes hhn 
extraoidinaiy - specifically, what's 
rlowmg m his vems. Known as 'The 
Man with the Golden Arm," nearly 
eveiy week for the past 60 years he 
has donated bljcod plasma ftiom his 
right arm. The reasons can be traced 
back to a serious medical procedure he 
undeiwent as a child, "Ih 1951,1 had a 
chest operation where they removed a 
lung - and I was 14," recalls Hanlson, 
who is now aged 78. 

"When I came out of the operation, 
or a couple days after, my father was 
explaimng what had happened He 
said I had (received) 13 umts (liters) 
of blood and my life had been saved 
by unknown people. He was a donor 


him self', so I said when I'm old enough, 
m become a blood donor." 

A deadly problem 

Soon after Hanlson became a donor, 
doctors called him in. His blood, they 
said, could be the answer to a deadly 
problem.'Tn Australia, up until about 
1967, there were hterally thousands of 
babies dying each year, doctors didn't 
know why, and it was awful," explams 
Jemma Fa 1 ke n mi r e, of the Australian 
Ked Cross Blood Seii/ice. «Women 
were having numerous miscarriages 
and babies were being bom with brain 
damage. It was the result of rhesus 
disease - a condition where a pregnant 
woman's blood actually starts attackuig 
her unborn baby's blood ceils. In 
the worst cases if can result m biahi 
damage, or death, for the babies. 
Ehesus disease happens when a 
pregnant woman has rhesus-negative 
biood (RhD negative) and the baby 


in her womb has rhesus-positive 
blood (EhD positive), inherited from 
its father, If the mother has been 
sensnized to rhesus-positive blood, 
usually duiing a previous pregnancy 
with an rhesus-positive baby, she may 
produce antibodies that destroy the 
baby's "foreign" blood cells. 

Harrison was discovered to have an 
unusual antibody in his blood and m the 
1960s he worked with doctors to use 
the antibodies to develop an meccion 
caUed AntL-D. It prevents women with 
rhesus-negative biood from deveiopmg 
RhD antibodies duimg pregnancy. 

' 'Au straha wa s one of the first countiie s 
to discover a blood donor with this 
antibody, so it was quite revoiutionai 7 
at the tmie," says Falkenmire. 

Precious gift 

Harrison's blood is precious. He and 
AnrL-D ai'e credited with saving tire hves 


of more than 2 million ba bie s, ac cordmg 
to the Australian Red Cross biood 
service, ' 'Every bag of blood is piec iou s, 
but James' hlocxl is paiticulaiiy 
extraordinary," says Falkenmhe, "His 
blood is actually used to make a life- 
savmg medication, given to moms 
whose biood is at risk of attacking their 
unborn babies. Every hatch of Anti-D 
that has ever been made in Au straha 
has come from James' blood. 

Doctors still aren't exactly sure why 
Hanlson has this rare blood type 
but they think it might be from the 
transfusions he received when he was 
14, after his lung surgeiy. He's one of no 
more than 50 people m Au straha known 
to have the antibodies, accordmg the 
AustrahanRed Cross blood service. 
Harrison is considered a national hero, 
and has won numerous awards. He's 
now donated his plasma more than 
1,000 tmies.

under Nazis, 

102-year-old Jewish woman finally 
gets doctorate

INGEBORG Sylini-IUpopoit wasQ't aiiovired to defend her doctoral thesis 
m 1938 under the Nazis because she was part-Jewish Nearly eight decades 
later, she became Germany's oldest recipient of a dcccorate at age 102, 


The neonatoLogist, a si>eciaLLst in caring for newborns, cleared the linal 
hurdle last month by passmg an oral exam. She received her doctorate in a 
celebiatoiy ceremony at the University of Hamburg. 

"After almost 80 year's, it was possible to restore some extent of pnstice," 
Burkliard Goeke, the medical director of the university's hospital, said m 
his speech. "We cannot undo mjustices that have been committed, but our 
msights mto the past shape our perspective for the future." 

SyUm-Eapoport stressed in her acceptance speech that she went through all 
the efforts of getting the degree at her advanced age nor for herself, but for all 
the others who suffered from injustice during ±e Third Eeich. 


‘'For me personally, the degree didn't mean anytiimg, but to support the 
great goal of commg to terms v/ith history — I wanted to be part of that." 
SyUm-Rapoporr told Gennan pubhc television station NDE. 

After the Nazis came to power m Germany m 1933, they gradually 
disenhanchised Jews, expelhng them from universities, schools and many 
professions, before eventually depoitmg and killing them m death camps 
across Europe. 

When SyUm- Rapopoit handed in her doctorate thesis, her supervisor 

at the time, Rudolf Degkwitz, wiote in a letter in 1933 
that he would have accepted her work on diphtheria if 
it hadn't been for the Nazis' race Laws which, he said, 
"make it impossible to allow Miss SyUm's admission for 
the doctorate." 

Sylim-Eapoport emigrated to the United State sin 1938 
without a degree. After applymg to several American 
universities, she eventually finished her degree in 
Philadelphia and worked as a pediatiiciin, before 
moving with her husband, a socialist like herselt', 
to East Eerhn in 1952. The mother of four was the 
fu’st head of xhe neonatology department at Eerhn's 
Chaiite hospital. 

Asked about how SyUm-Eapoport did in her oral

only for her age." 

"We were impressed with her mteilectuai 
alertness, and left speechless by her expertise 
— also with regard to modern medicine," Koch- 
Gromus said. 

Ahnost 80 years after SyUm-Eapoport had to flee 
from the Nazis' terror, she concluded her studies 
with the overaU grade of magna cum kiude.

Venezuela's economy is imploding

It's another sign that Venezuela 
is arguably the world's worst 
economy Venezuela prunarily 
rehes on oil exports to support its 
economy, which was already under 
pressure before oil prices tanked m 
the fah. and wmter. 

The fallout: Sociahst President 
Nicolas Miduro has touted the 
Bohvaiian Revolution, started by 
hts deceased predecessor Hugo 
Chavez, as a successful movement 
The goal is to equally distiibute 
wealth among ail the country's 
people. Maduro has continued 
massive public spendmg pix^groms 
to appeal to the country's poor. 

But the bolivar's unplosion has 
only created more rnequailty 
There's a growmg divide between 
Venezuelans who can pay to 
exchange bohvors for dollars and 
those who can't. Tire gap is most 
glormg at the Local groceiy store. 

The government miports many 
consumer goods - like toilet paper, 
beef and shampoo - but it can't 
pay for these goods anymore. 
Venezuelans wait for hours outside 
groceiy stories, hoping they can get 
basic items like nnlk and flour.

1. American companies are gettmg 
crushed in Venezuela. Lots of 
Ameiican companies do business 
m Venezuela, and tiiey're 
losmg hundreds of miUions of 
dollars. Coke (COKEX American 
Au-hnes (AAL>, IBM (IBM, TechSO) 
and even Disney (DIS) have said 
that they are exposed to losses due 
to Venezuela's curnency. 

The devalued cunency is 
hurting their earnings, Oracle 
(ORCL, Tech30} lost $111 milli on 
m Venezuela in its last fiscal year. 
Ford CF)lost $800 milhon last year, 
Miduro inu'oduced the country's 
fourth - not a typo - exchange rate 
earlier this year, U S, companies 
aren't even sure which exchange 
rate to use.

$10m FIFA PAYMENT 

was not in Caribbean 
Football Union accounts 



THE $10m sent from FIFA to Jack 
Warner never appeared in the annual 
accounts of the Caiibbean Football 
Union CCFU) and nor did FFA tmckthe 
money to ensure it had been mvested 
coirectiy. 

The money, which accordmg to a US 
Justice Department mdiotment was a 
bribe for Warner and his deputy Chuck 
Blazer to vote for South Africa to host 
the 2010 World Cup„ was sent m 200S 
and officially destined for the CFUas a 
legacy program to suppoit football in 


the Caribbean. 

Instead, the money was removed from 
the CFU bank account m FTew York and 
used by Warner m a number of ways 
mcluding paying Blazer $750,000. 
The biibeiy scandal has caused a ciists 
m the world governing body and last 
week Sepp Blatter announced he is to 
step down as FIFA president 
The CFUs financial statement for 2003 
make s no mentron of the $10m payment 
gomg thiough Its bank account, 
stafrng that its only revenue was $lm 


from tournament 
sponsorship 
and $15,000 m 
membership dues. 
The CFU audit 
was earned out by 
Kenny Rampersad, 
who was also die 
l>ersonal accountant 
of Warner and 
Blazer. The SlOm 
did not show up m 
±e 2003 financial 
statements of 
±e CONCACAF 
federation either 
- Warner was 
president of both 
diat organisation 
and the CFU. 

A FIFA spokesman 
said: ‘The 

Caribbean 
Football Union 
IS not a member 
association of FIFA, so FIFA has no 
right to audit it and has not done 
so.'The SlOm payment was paid by 
FIFA to Warner at the request of South 
Ariica, but is not itemised m FIFA's 
2D0S accounts. 

FIFA's auditors KPMG did not Hag up 
the payment in its annual repoit and 
would not comment on the case, saying 
m a statement: "As FIFA's statutoiy 
auditor, we are bound by professional 
confidentmlity and have to refram from 


any comment regardmg our client." 
FIFA has said it merely "facihtated the 
reallocation" of funds destuied for the 
World Cup to Warner at the request 
of South Africa, The South African 
government has msisted the money 
was not paid as a biibe. 

Blazer has however pleaded guilty to 
takmg the money as a bribe to vote for 
South Africa foUowmg a deal agreed m 
2004 mvolvhig "high-ranking officials 
of FIFA, the South African government, 
and the South Afiican bid committee", 
according to the US mdictment. 
Rampersad's mvolvement as an auditor 
was ciiticLsed by a 2012 report by 
CONCACAF's integrity committee 

instigated tbUowmg Waiiier's 

re signation in 2011. 

That report stated, "Warner and 
Blazer had aronged for the audits to 
be conducted by Kenny Tamper sad, 
an accountant wiio clearly lacked the 
independence to conduct a proper 
audit and did not engage in activities 
one would associate vnth an audit 
"A review of the evidence showed 
that die auditor used by CONCACAF 
- Kenny Rampersad & Co - was not 
independent and in fact possessed clear 
conflicts of mterest " 

Accordmg to the Trmidad Express, 
Rampersad is also the company 
accountant for the Trmidad-based JTA 
supeimaiket group, and it was he who 
carried out foreign currency purchases 
for the company from the $10m from 
Warner's account 


Winter Olympics add 

4 NEW 

events for 2018 


THE International Oiympic Committee approved 
new events Monday in snowboai'ding, aipme skung, 
speed skating and curhng for the 20IB Wmter 
Oiympics in Pyeongchang, South Korea, 

Big Au' in snowboarding, mass start m speed skating, 
mixed dou bles m cui'ling, and a team sfcimg event were 
the additions ratirkd Monday by the Ihternationai 


Olympic Committee executive 
board .The snowboard parallel 
slalom event, meanwlnle, was 
dropped from the Olympic piogiam 
to make room for Big Ah'. Under 
IOC rules, events and disciplines 
can be added or removed up until 
three years before the games. 

The new events are tor men 
and women. The IOC has been 
determmed to attract younger 
audiences, as evidenced by the 
addition of halfpipe and slopestyle 
events at recent Whiter Olympics. 
"Hie changes reflect the conthiued 
evolution of the Whiter Olympic program and build 
on the success of recent editions of the games," the 
IOC said m a statement. 'They also build on the 
lefomisoudined m Olympk: Agenda 2020 which aim 
to create more rlexibihjty mto the Olympic program of 
the Olympic Games." 


The IOC recommends the paincipation of about 
2,900 athletes competing hi 100 events for the Winter 
Games. The IOC said decisions on which new events 
to accept for 2018 were based on a number of factors, 
mcluding youthappeal,TVand media mterest,gender 
equality and "hifrastructure and operational cost and 
complexity." It looks like snowboard's Big Ah' will be 
the btest step m the goal to appeal to youth In Big Ah' 
events, boarders fly off a highly pitched ramp similar 
to those on the slopestyle course, and perform jumps 
with multiple flips and spms. Hiey do as many jumps 
as possible hi an allotted amount of tune. 

The IOC is abo still workhig on the program for 
the 2020 Summer Olympics in Tokyo Under a new 
procedure, Japanese oiganizers can propose the 
addition of one oi' more sports for their games. 
Baseball and softball — both out of the Olympics 
since the 2003 Beijhig Games — are considered the 
favourites to be mcluded m Tokyo because of thefr 
populaiity m Japan. A fhial decision wUl be made 
hi August 2016 on the eve of the Rio de Janeiro 
Olympics.

in Street in Zaandam, Netherlands 


A MAJOR police hunt wns undeiTAny m the Werherbnds after 
a man was shot dead by a hooded suspect m a residential street 
near Amsterdam yesterday. 

Dutch media identified the suspect as Lucas Boom, 43 year old 
convicted diaig dealer with Links to well-known crimmais with a 
standing ciimmal career in Amsterdam, Boom was found with 
automatic weapons near two schools in J. Kiaiijver Sti'eet, iocated 
in the northern suburb of Zaandam The shooting took pbce 
shortly yesterday past local noon tmre, 

Officers are Looking for a brovm van that may have been used 
during the shooting. A picture widely shared on social media 
showed a body m the street close to a hooded man diessed m 
black, cariymg what appeared to be an automatic weapon. 

Boom was sentenced last year to4.5 years m prison for biinging 
in 128 kLLogmms of cocame tlirough the poit of Antwerp in May 
2010, along wuh some other well-known Amsterdam ciiminols 
and a professional K1 fighter named Hesdy Gerges. 

That case is still on appeal. One of his co-defendants in the case, 
Patiick Brrsban , was airested in late 3012 m Diemen. Pohce are 
appeaiuig for witnesses of the shooting to come forward. 
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
